saan BY PROGRESS in the long- 
range development program—now 
past the halfway mark in the drive 
for $5,350,000—the annual giving to 
Juniata College tripled to a record- 
breaking high in a single year of $1,- 
607,635. 

- Alumni, in greater numbers than 
ever before (1,980), contributed 
$135,127 in the 25th anniversary year 
of the Juniata Alumni Fund to spark 
the “forward surge” encouraged by 
W. Clay Burkholder ‘35, president of 
the Alumni Association during the 
year. 

For the first time in history, gifts 
to the College exceeded one million 
dollars in a fiscal year which ended 
June 30. 

Such growth and progress again 
won special recognition for the Col- 
lege from the American Alumni Coun- 
cil. For the second successive year, 
Juniata received an honorable men- 
tion Alumni Giving Incentive Award 
for distinguished achievement in the 
development of alumni support. 
Awards are presented by American 
business and industry.

Foundations set the pace in the 
total giving for 1963-64 with a new 
high of $1,148,532, according to Har- 
old B. Brumbaugh ‘33, vice-president 
for development. Conspicuously large 
gifts came from the L. A. Beeghly 
Charitable Trust and the Longwood 
Foundation. 

A significant swing toward gift an- 
nuity agreements, which provide a 
guaranteed fixed income and personal 
participation in helping others to se- 
cure higher education, resulted in a 
total of $109,250. 

Business and industry contributed 
$88,175, Associates added $43,099, and 
research grants continued to provide a 
large amount with $42,662 in the to- 
tal report. 

Church giving, under the direction 
of Clarence H. Rosenberger ‘36, ex- 
ceeded last year’s total with $25,851. 
An additional $8,500 was obtained 
from bequests and Juniata Parents 
Association continued to show interest 
by adding $6,437. 

The year-end summary clearly 
showed that alumni were facing up to 
the challenge in meeting their share 


as the College continued its progress 
toward realization of the goal in the 
long-range program. 

Total subscriptions (as of June 30, 
1964) have increased to $2,664,078 
(see page 3). Alumni have subscribed | 
$531,817 in the three years of the cam- 
paign. 

The Board of Trustees were the 
pacesetters in the first phase of the de- 
velopment program with $249,830 
contributed. A “quiet campaign” con- 
ducted without fanfare in Huntingdon 
added $249,355. Then the major con- 
tributions came from foundations and 
industries after the College had dem- 
onstrated its “home support” from 
alumni, trustees and the community. 

Plans already are underway to 
launch the “second phase” of the de- 
velopment program with a campaign 
in the Juniata Valley this year. Recog- 
nizing “the urgent future,” the College 
will strive to obtain $1,500,000 needed 
toward the Science Center and addi- 
tional funds for endowment and ren- 
ovations during the next three years. 

Meanwhile, Mr. Brumbaugh and 
LeRoy S. Maxwell 36, alumni trustee 
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(see page 5) continued to praise the 
role of the alumni in the total giving. 

“The greatest single factor contrib- 
_ uting to Juniata’s distinguished record 
of giving has been the high-level vol- 
ume dollar support through the mem- 
bership in the One Hundred Club and 
the One Thousand Club,” Mr. Brum- 
baugh stated. He credited Capt. Will 
Judy *11, Chicago publisher, for the 
idea of such clubs when he was presi- 
dent of the Alumni Association in 
1939. 

Many members of the One Hun- 
dred Club were among 220 “regular” 
contributors who attended the silver 
anniversary dinner of the Alumni 
Fund on Founders Day at the College. 

Appropriate recognition was given 
to those who-have been consistent in 
contributing and to those who have 


given $100 annually by President Ellis 
and Donovan R. Beachley, Sr., Hag- 
erstown, Md., representing the board 
of trustees. A look into the future of 
the Alumni Fund was given by W. 


Clay Burkholder. 


Guests at the dinner received a sou- 
venir booklet which described the 
Juniata Alumni Fund story and listed 
the names of those alumni who are 
regular contributors and the current 
membership of the One Hundred 
Club and the One Thousand Club. 

From a humble beginning, like the 
college itself, the Juniata Alumni 
Fund has recorded an interesting, col- 
orful story of growth. Through the 
years since 1939, the Fund has shown 
remarkable progress—from $8,473 in 
1939-40 to $147,043 in 1962-63. 

The 24-year record of giving showed 


a total of $1,302,776 for 25,687 single 
contributions and an all-time average 
of $50.72 per gift. 

The Class of 1921 has the most dis- 
tinguished record. It has taken top 
honors 11 years for the highest amount 
given and nine years for highest aver- 
age contribution. The Class of 1950. 
has the best record on total number 
of givers with eight years to its credit. 
Eight of the early classes, prior to 
1920, have a total of 58 years of per- 
fect giving on percentage participa- 
tion. Since 1920, the Classes of 1921 
and 1927 share the high honor with 
five years each.

JC Telethon Is Successful 


ONE OF THE MOST SUCCESSFUL experiments in promoting 
the Alumni Fund this year was the “JC Telethon” in 
which some 100 alumni volunteers made 1,342 telephone 
calls in 11 different areas of alumni concentration. 

The result was “great,” according to William B. Mar- 
tin 59, director of alumni relations, who reported that 
525 contributed a total of $9,401 after the friendly chat. 
An encouraging note was the fact that 183—35 percent— 
of the contributors were giving to the College for the 
first time. Contributions ranged from $300 to $1. ~~ 

Striving for greater participation in the Alumni Fund, 
the callers opened their assault by phone on non-con- 
tributors in Blair County. Their success encouraged use 
of the technique in other areas. Calls were made as fol- 
lows, with number called and contributors in parenthesis: 

Blair County (200—87); Harrisburg (128—79); 
Huntingdon County (225—78); Johnstown (99—58); 
Lancaster-York (107—49); Lewistown (97—27); North- 
ern Philadelphia at Norristown (144—46); Southern Phil- 
adelphia at 69th St. (112—28); South Jersey at Camden 
(85—27); Pittsburgh (76—21); and Waynesboro-Hag- 
erstown (69—25).

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Largest Senior Class Urged to Live 
Own Life by J¢+L’s Charles Beeghly; 
83 B.A., 74 B.S. Degrees Conferred 


CROSS-CUTTING THE CAMPUS 


UNIATA’S LARGEST CLASS of graduates 
J is7 received baccalaureate de- 
grees and heard a strong plea to “live 
your own life” from a Pittsburgh in- 
dustrialist at Commencement May 31. 

The College also honored its speak- 
er, Charles M. Beeghly, chairman of 
the board of Jones & Laughlin Steel 
Corp., and one of its alumni, Dr. John 
N. Stauffer 36, president of Witten- 
berg University, with honorary Doc- 
tor of Laws degrees. 

In his address, Mr. Beeghly empha- 
sized the incentive and discipline of 
the competitive system which, he 
stated, “has more character appeal 
and challenge than the rewards for 
allegiance to the equalizing objectives 
of the planned economy.” He urged 
the 170 seniors, including 13 Summer 
candidates, “not to allow others to live 
our lives for us.” 

The steel executive stressed that the 
church-related college graduate of- 
fers business “his developing sense of 
purpose . . . the inner discipline which 
encourages personal commitment .. . 
a quality of importance.” 

President Ellis conferred B.A. de- 
grees on 83 and B.S. degrees on 74— 
a record total which exceeded the 
previous high of 139 awarded in June, 
1960. It also was the highest number 
of B.A. degrees granted at any Juni- 
ata Commencement. Women outnum- 
bered the men, 79-78, in the graduat- 
ing class. 

Nine of the seniors were graduat- 
ed with honors. Leading her class 
was Betty Jo Miller, Malvern, Pa., a 
major in German who was graduated 
summa cum laude.

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Paleontology class searches for fossils in Science Center excavation. 


UNIATA STUDENTS in a paleontology 
J class, which took “lab duty” on the 
site of the Science Center, are con- 
vinced there’s more truth than poetry 
to the thought that where there is 
something new, there should be some- 
thing old, too. 

Three hundred million years old, 
in this case! 

Paleontology is the science that 
deals with the life of past geological 
periods and is based on the study of 
fossils. 

And fossils of creatures that have 
been extinct for millions of years were 
found in abundance in the rock layers 
exposed in the excavation along 
Moore Street. 

All of these creatures are marine 
organisms, according to Dr. J. Peter 
Trexler, chairman of the department 
of geology. These fossils, he explains, 
“attest to a marine origin of the beds 
exposed in the excavation.” 

That ‘confirms, of course, what ge- 
ologists already knew—that a large, 
shallow inland sea existed throughout 
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much of this Appalachian area during 
the Devonian period in geologic his- 
tory. The beds in the Science Center 
excavation are of the Middle Devo- 
nian age (about 300 million years 
ago), probably from the Onondaga 
formation or the Marcellus formation, 
or both, according to Prof. Trexler. 

The paleontology class was inter- 
ested primarily in collecting, identify- 
ing and classifying fossils. In addition, 
the students attempted to interpret 
the significance of the fossils in rela- 
tion to the geologic history. 

Among the fossils which were found 
at the building site are those of trilo- 
bites, an extinct crab-like marine an- 
thropod, which is seldom found in 
these formations in this part of Penn- 
sylvania. 

Other fossils discovered include 
brachiopods (the “lamp-shells”), cri- 
noid stems (“sea lilies”), pelecypods 
(clam -like organisms), gastropods 
(snails), nautiloids (both straight and 
coiled cephalapods having an external 
shell), and cup corals.
